But the chances are that it will not be possible 
for all the mills to work on, or at least to work so as to provide labour for all 
the hands, and they will have no option but to dispense with the services of a 
good many of the latter, if not all, These disbanded labourers may prove a 
danger to society. Unemployed and without means of employment, these men 
will prowl about society like so many hungry wolves and the consequences are 
not very cheering unless the evil is tackled within time. Next comes the 


_ question of the price of food-stuffs. Except rice, every article of food has 


become dearer since the outbreak of the war. Indeed, prices even of fish, 
pases, potatoes and other vegetables as well as coke have gone up, though they 
ve nothing to do whatever with the war. The journal begs to submit a few 
more points for the consideration of His Excellency. Neither the Government 
nor the people should just now do anything which is likely to create unrest 
or confusion in the country. The C, {. D. should be enjoined not to worry 
innocent people in the way they are accustomed to, Indeed, at a time like 
this, the police and the people must shake hands as friends like the Home- 
rulers and Unionists of the Dnited Kingdom, and each try, in their own way 
to preserve peace and tranquility in the land. And, above all, such measures 
as the partition of Mymensingh and other districts should be ay in abeyance 
till the war panic is over. The Improvement Scheme also, or the more costly 
parts of it, the urgency of which is not manifest, should not be pushed through, 
the more so as the Trust is going to be deprived of one of the chief sources of 
its income, viz., the jute-duty.
